4) . The lawn mower in Dl uses a battery for 

starting the internal combustion engine, but 
it rests on a support plate separate from the 
rest of the drive unit. Therefore, there is 
nothing that would prompt a person skilled in 
the art who wished to develop a compact hand 
tool, such as the chain saw in this case, to 
integrate the battery into the housing and to 
control the ignition voltage for the engine 
and the supply voltage for the entire 
apparatus separately during operation, in 
order to prolong the readiness of the tool.
